Plain and simple murder? 


‘ Cincinnatian Jimmy Haynes would never do anything to 
ae himself according to his family. Consequently, it was 
ard for them to believe the first reports that came out of the 
outhern Ohio Correctional Facility at Lucasville regarding 
is death. The family was told several things, but one ver- 
ion said that Jimmy was jumping off the toilet seat in his 
ell head first into the cell's bars. 
Then the family began. to receive letters jhomaathe: 
mates at Lucasyilie and telephone calls Jron peonme wha 
now fnmates at the maximum-security prisorm ae 
rs and calls siated that Haynes feared for his life and had 
en threatened with death prior to the fateful February 
ay on which he was pronounced dead. It took between 7 
nd 11 security guards, depending on who is telling the 
tory, to subdue Haynes the day he died. He was hand- 
uffed, shackled with leg irons and then beaten until he was 
nconscious. 
Although it was not first reported by any of those 
involved in subduing the Black man, one of the guards 
tood on the front of Haynes’ neck with more than half his 
eight. That one act caused Haynes to suffocate, but an _ 
yewitness said it appeared that the man was already 
nconscious from the beating. The guards at Lucasville 
sed clubs, their fists and their feet to subdue Haynes. Had 
group of men tried to subdue someone on the street in 
hat fashion, they would be charged with aggravated 
murder. 
“The local prosecutor in the county surrounding Lucas- 
le would not even convene a Grand Jury to look into the 
leath. The guards involved are all white and live in the area, 
the prosecutor lives in the area, and the prison administra- 
twe staff all live in the area. The coroner of the county 
volved and the legal services director of the prison are 
others. How much justice can a dead Black inmate 
pect to get in a situation like that? Not much, we can

Beatty hits utility shut-offs 


State Rep. Otto Beatty Jr., D- 
Columbus, has introduced legisia- 
tion in the Ohio House of Repre- 
sentatives designed to protect 
residential customers of gas and 
natural gas from losing their heat- 
ing services for non-payment of 
monthly utility bill. 

Under H.B. 737, a utility custo- 
mer whose gas has been termi- 
nated for non-payment, and who 
has not previously received limited 
willity servies, may apply for aone 
time limited Utility lice pro- 
gram. The limited gas' spraiwe 
would be offered trom Nov. 15 to 
April 15. 

To qualify for the limited service 
program, a utility customer would 
have to pay a $20 reconnection 
charge to the company, and apply 
for assistance under the Home 
Energy Assistance Program 
(HEAP), and agree to pay in a 
timely manner for limited service. 

During the limited service 
period, 8 maximum in-door 
temperature of 55 must be main- 


tained and gas appliances for 
cooking limited to one burner, 
while gas service to all other 
household appliances would be 
shut-off. 

Customers must also agree to 
provide the company with access 


to their premises to permit installa- 


tions and termination of service. 
However, the company would be 
prohibited from requiring a cus- 
tomer to pay all and/or any portion 
of any outstanding charges for 
utility service previously rendered 
to qualify for limited service. 

, Under terms 6f the bill, each 
company would be required to 
cause notice of the availability of 
limited utility service to be pub- 
lished in September of each year

Burden condoned police racism, 
deputy chief Jackson testifies

The third week of the trial 
alieging Wat the Columbus 
Oivision of Police systemati- 
cally discriminated against 
black officers climaxed this 
past weekend with former 
Chiet Earl Burden being identi- 


tied as @ major source of-the- 


nt's racial practices, 
during his almost 12 years in 
the 


position. 
Deputy Chief James G. 
Jackson and Ollice Stubbie- 
fiald, a former member of the 


police department, both testi- . 


fied to Burden’s involvement in 
the alleged discriminatory 
practices. 

The case being heard by 
Judge Robert M. Duncan inthe 
U.S. District Court is the result 
of a class-action lawsuit filed 
by a group of black officers 
through their Police Officers 
for Equal Rights organization 
in 1978. 

They alleged in the suit that 
the Division of Police discrimi- 
nated against black officers in 
the. areas of promotions, 
assignments, transfers and 
disciplinary actions. 

Jackson, the highest- 
ranking black officer in the 
department, testified that 
Burden either rejected his 
suggestion to deal with the 
practice of discriminating 
against black officers, or just 
ignored his proposals. 

As an example, Jackson said 
that in 1977, he suggested a 
rotation system in which offic- 
ers in the patrol bureau, where 
blacks are usually assigned, 
would be given investigative 
experience. His suggestion 
was ignored, he said. 

in 1974, Jackson said he 
suggested to Burden to assign 
more blacks to the jail bureau 
to slate prisoners so as to 
reduce the number of police 
brutality complaints. Again 
Burden did not respond, he 
sald. 
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Also in 1974, his suggestion 
to establish a disciplinary poil- 
icy Of spefing oul ounishments 
for various offenses, went 
unanswered, Jackson said. 

Jackson also testified about 
the reaction to his arrest of a 
battalion fire chief in 1976. 
Jackson, who was a patrol cap- 


‘tain at the time, said he had told 


his superiors that his patrol 
shift was under-manned and 
that he would enforce the laws 
at such sites as strike scenes 
so that any unlawful incidents 
wouldn't get out of hand: 

In the fall of 1976 strikers ata 
North Side plant had an illegal 
fire burning, apparently to 
keep warm, he said and when 
the firefighters called to the 
scene, Jackson arrested the 
battalion chief after he refused 
to order his men to extinguish 
the fire. 

Burden, Jackson said, called 
him into his office and told him 
he was unhappy with the 
manner in which he handled 


.the fire incident. Burden told 


him that ‘the widely publicized 
incident was embarrassing to 
the police division, Jackson 
told Duncan. 

Jackson then went on to tes- 
tify that Burden told him, “I'll 
tell you why you aren't getting 
any support, because | think 
what you did was wrong.” 

Burden then ordered him to 
get the situation straightened 
out, or it would be very difficult 
for him to get any future pro- 
motions, Jackson said. 

Jackson, who joined the 
department in 1958, said that 
during his police career, he 
received all of his promotions, 
including the one of deputy 
chief, by passing examina- 
tions. But at the same time, he 
said all of the past seven white 
deputy chiefs received their 
ranks through appointments.

He was 23 when his “Pride 
And Joy,” became a smash hit, 
and has had 18 hits since. Gaye 
won two Grammy awards just 
last year for his hit “Sexual 
Healing.” and was nominated 
for a 1984 Grammy for his 
album “Midnight Love.” 

Gaye grew up in Washing- 
ton, D.C. and started his music 
career with Motown Records 
as a drum-and piano player. 
But it was his voice that was 
special, and he emerged from 
the studio in 1962 with his first 
hit “Stubborn Kind Of Fellow.” 

Gaye was one of the many 
Motown stars who traveled 
around the country performing 
in the old Motown Review that 
featured Diana Ross and the 
Supremes, Mary Wells, the 
Temptations, The Four Tops 
and others. ; 

Gaye's career went into orbit 
when he recorded a re-make of 
the Gladys Knight and The 
Pips hit “!_ Heard It Through 
The Grapevine." Later, his 
“What's Going On" became a 
soul classic, and then Gaye 
struck gold again with "Let's 
Get it On." 

In Gaye's last big tour, the 
singer appeared on stage in 
satin pajamas and stripped to 
bikini briefs as he sang “Sexual 
Healing.” Some female fans 
said he had attractive legs. 

Gaye's life took 
tragic turns. He 
Gordy, sisterol 
but obtained a divorce in 1976. 
He later wrote a musical 
recount of the breakup in the 
album “Here My Dear.” 

Soon after, Gaye married 
Janis Hunter, but the marriage 
failed. Gaye said he tried to kill 
himself by ingesting pure 
cocaine following the breakup.

While rushing an injured 
black man to the hospital, his 
partner chidded him for admin- 
istering first-aid to the victim. 
“Can't you see that nigger is 
already dead," his parter 
cracked, Ridge told Judge 
Duncan. 

Ridge also testified that he 
was severely criticized by his 
superior officer for being kind 
to an 11-year-old black boy 
who visited the sub-division 
station on Woodrow and Ann 
Sts. “If you are so fond of 
niggers, why don’t you move 
with them in their apartment 
building,” Ridge said he was 
told. 

Ridge said he had always 
been friendly with biack offic- 
ers on the force, and he tried to 
have a black officer assigned to 
work with him as a permanent 
partner, but his request was 
denied. He identified the black 
officer as Freddie Robinson 
who is now a sergeant 
assigned to the Detective 
Bureau.

_ Members of the Ohio General Assembly, 
Columbus Public Schools and city govern- 
ment met recently to discuss ways that the 
state. sohoot district and cliy can work 


together. 

This educational summit, the first of its 
kind, was the brainchild of school board 
president Gary Holland. Holland said the 
purpose of the summit was to establish 
Columbus Public Schools as a.major actor 
i ‘owth and development of the city. 

he school board has not, in the past, 
consulted or been consulted on significant 
matters that have impacted city develop- 
ment. This summit provided a communice- 
tion linkage to do so in the future,” Holland 
said. 

Key issues discussed included tax abate- 
ment and exemption, shared used of facill- 
ties, police and juvenile relations, adult 
training and retraining needs, and coordina- 
tion of development efforts, Holland said. 

“While tax abatement is permitted by sta- 
ture, itis bad for the school system. We hope 
to find alternatives to this,” he said. 

Concerning the use of, facilities, Holland 
said the group agreed that buildings should 
be available for non-profit agencies to use 
during the school season. Parks and recrea- 
tion facilities will also be available for gen- 
eral use, Holland said. 

Schoo! board member Loretta Heard said 
she suggested to city officials that use of 
equipment should be a shared business in 
the future. 


“It doesn’t make sense for the city to buy 
equipment to cut grass and remove snow 
and then the school district has to buy 
equipment to do the same thing. We're pay- 
ing double,” she said. 

The conference opened up significant 
areas of agreement. It refined areas identi- 
fied and provided a process for dialogue, 
said Holland. ; 

Conference participants included Mayor 
Dana Rinehart, Khari Enaharo, Director of 
Human Services; Bruce Miller, Director of 
Jobs Development; Representatives Dean 
Conley and Mike Stinziano; Sen. Mike 
Schwarzwalder, Ako Kamboon, executive 
assistant to city council president Jerry 
Hammond; Phil DeVore, Deputy Director, 
Strategic Planning; and Lynn Carver, 
finance department. 

. Other participants were Dr. James Hyre, 
sghdol superintendent; Loretta Heard, 
boafd member; Bob Barrow, legislative lia- 
sion; Bill Guy, school board treasurer, 
Bamon Asbury, executive asst. to the supe 
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intendent; Evelyn Luckey, asst. superin- 
tendent, middie and high schools; Ted 
Turner, asst. superintendent, student 
development; Frank M ‘gest. auperin- 
tandani, planning and ddvelopment; and 
Laura Ecklar, public information officer. 


The session was moderated by Dr. Cha- 
ries Hermann, Director, OSU Mershon Cen- 
ter for Public Policy.

This: m@nth will-wind up 
Holland's first 80 days in office. ~ 


“Its been a growing experience, I've had 
the opportunity to work with a diverse group 
of people and have establish a good working 
relationship with them,” Holland said. 


Holland said that the board has made 
other significant achievements during his 
first three months in office. 


The successful screening and filming on 
the movie “Teachers” was the culmination 
of a self-help gas program with Columbia 
Gas of Ohio, he said. ' 


“We anticipate about $4 million as a direct 
result of this board's actions,” Holland said. 


Another achievement of the school board 

has been a reassessment of priorities and 

bilities. “We have clearly defined 

what we want to do and where we want to 
go,” he said. 


On such priority, Holland noted, has been 
the establishment of 42 new administrative 
assistant positions that will open up in the 
system's high schools. Holland said these 
positions will free up the principals so that 
they can do other types of things. 


A science and technology role, filled by 
board member James Ebright, was also 
established so that the district can improve 
this academic area. 

Holland added that the board has aiso 
established smooth negotiations with civil 
service employees in the district. 

“My election in itself helped the board's 
credibility in the black community,” he 
added. “The community is getting some 
fairly good representation.” 

Holland said that there is still some very 
valid and burning concerns about black 
students which he shares. 

“There is still some prejudice In the sys- 
tem that needs to be weeded out. We've 
made progress but we've still got a ways to
